was almost swallowed In a quicksand. 
Great herds of red and fallow deer I 
daily sa*v feeding: and on the hill¬ 
sides, bears crashing mast like swine. 
Small leopards 1 have seen* in the 
woods, but never any Hons, though 
their skins are much worn by the 
Indians The wolves in these parts 
Are so ravenous, that 1 often in the 
n.ghtf feared my horse would be de¬ 
voured by them, they would gather 
up and howl so close around him, 
though tethr’d to the same tree at 
whose foot I myself aud the Indians 
lay; but the fires which we made. I 
suppose, scared them from worrying 
us all. Beaver and otter 1 met with 
at every river that 1 passed; and the 
woods were full of grey foxes. 

Thus I travelled all the sixteenth; 
and on the seventeenth of March I 
reached the Apalataei. The air here 
is very thick and chili; and the wa¬ 
ters issuing from the mountain sides 
of a blue colour, and allumish taste. 

The eighteenth of March, after I 
had in vain assayed to, ride up, 1 
alighted, and left my horse with one 
of the Indians, whilst with the other 
two 1 climbed up the rock*, wjdcli 
were so incumbered with hushes and 
brambles, that the ascent prowd very 
difficult: besides the first precipice 
was so steep, that if 1‘lookt down 1 
was immediately taken with a swim¬ 
ming In my head: though afterwards 
it was more easie. The height of 
this mountain was very‘extraordina 
ry: for notwithstanding I set out 
witli the first appearance of litrht. It 
was fate in the evening before I gain* 
ed the top. from whence the next
